The fact is that this is a dream quite 
easily realizable although it will be far 
more, costly than it was anywhere over 
thirty years ago, when régular and in- 
expensive passenger and freight boats 
nosed into every tiny landing onthe 
vast coastline of British Columbia.

States, Russia. and Britain Friday recommended ‘a 
|s¥stem of ‘satellites to help police a ban on nuclear 


| weapons tests. 

Their 3,000-word report sug-

should circle about 19,000 miles 

above the earth and four other 
satellites sheuld circle the sun. 

This would enable the detec-

the people, they would prefer 
slight inflation to bring some 
development and improvement 
rather than stagnate in a rela- 
tively flat state.

After we once have our 
teeth we must resort to pre- 
ventative measures. Of course 
this means brushing them 
carefully after each meal and 
after eating at any time when- 
ever this is feasible.

When food substances remain 
in contact with the surfaces 
of the teeth, the acid reaction 
breeds bacteria which lead to 
decay. This can happen in a 
very short period of time. 
Sugars and other carbohy- 
drates are particularly de- 
structive in this way. The 
teeth atways should be 
brushed as soon after eating 
sweets as possible. 

Just giving your teeth a lick 
and a promise is not enough.

Twenty-three-year-old forger Karl Kurbis broke 
his way out of a dormitory about 3 a.m, today and 


walked away from the prison- -without- bars. 


He was the first prisoner 
to use force in making his get- 
away. 

A steel mesh grille placed 
over the 22-man dormitory's 
lavatory window was pried 
and bent away from the win- 
dow frame, allowing a man to 
squeeze through and drop 
about seven feet to the ground. 

The grilie had been installed 
with others on key windows 
after the escape three weeks 
ago of four young convicts 
who gave themselves up in the 
Interior within a week. 

They were Peter Schneider, 
Alvin Boehm, Charles Puff, 
and Raymond Stolz. - 

First. escape was by con- 
victed murderer Francis 
Sykes, May 15, in cold, rainy 
weather. He surrendered 24 
hours later, - 

John Grant, chief supervisor 
of the six-month-old bar-less 
prison experimental annex 
of “B.C. Penitentiary at New 
Westminister — described the 
new escapee a& apparently 
contented up to his disappear.

Kurbis is a. naturalized
